One Indian killed 12 moose. The health of 
the Indians was good and horses wintered 
well. A report is current that coarse gold 
has been found by an Indian on a small 
tributary of the Fraser in the Mountains, 
and Jack Graham and one of Mr. Noyes’ 
sons are now prospecting for it. The grains 
of gold are said to be from a pin head to a 
pea in size. Pierre Grey was trading dur- 
ing the winter at the Fishing lake 30 miles 
north of the Athabasca and will go to 
Smoky river before coming out with his fur. 
Mr. Noyes returns west this week and will 
be out in June with his fur as will slso 
Pierre Grey.

When the government makes 
la regulation which necessarily clashes 
with the wishes and interests of the 
settlers, special means should be pro- 
vided to see that the results desired 
shall be attained. It is useless to pro- 
tect the timber by keeping the settler 
off the timbered quarter section if the 
fire is allowed to sweep it away. What 
should be done in this country would 
be to allow any settler to take up any 
quarter section he pleased, so that he 
would only destroy what timber he 
required and would protect the rest ; 
and to provide numerous and active 
police patrols during the seasons when 


fires will run, in all sections of the 


country in which fires are frequent and 
there is timber to be protected. In 
this prairie country of the Northwest

TARIFF CHANGES. 

The first change mentioned is the increase 
in the duty on distilled spirits, which in- 
cludes spirituous and alcholic liquors, also 
spirits and strong waters of anv kinds, mixed 
with any ingredients as anodynes, elixirs, 
essences, extracts, lotions, tinctures, or 
medicines, N. E. S. Two dollars and 25 
cents per gallon, and 30 per cent ad valorem. 
Alcoholic perfnmes and perfumed spirits, bay 
rum, cologne, and lavender water, hair, 
tooth and ekin washes and other toliet pre- 
parations containing spirits of any kind, 
when in bottles or flasks containing not 
more than four ounces each, 50 per cent ad 
valorem ; when in bottlesor flasks or other 
packages containing more than four ounces 
each, $2.25 per gallon and 40 p. c. ad 
valorem. Nitrous ether, sweet spirits of 
nitre, and aromatic spirits of ammonia, $2.- 
25 per gallon and 30 per cent ad valorem. 
Vermouth, containing not more than 30 per 
cent, and ginger wine coutaining not more 
than 26 per cent of proof spirits, 80 cents 
per gallon: if containing more than these 
percentages, respectively, or proof spirits,

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LEDUC 
~ettlers are pushing out into townships 
‘Yond 50, range 23, east of Leduc. Town- 
‘vp 49 o as yet unsurveyed and that 
fact bas already deterred valuable settlers 
trom locating in them. No doubt they were 
if unsurveyed by the department as being 
loss likely to be settled than other town- 
ships having less timber. But in these days 
of low prices for wheat, people are satistied 
with less plow land than they were a few 
years ago, and want more grazing land, 
meadow and timber. As these townships 
are within six miles of Leduc railway station 
they offer great attractions to ecttlere, but 
the uncertainty connected with taking up 
unsurveyed Jand is so great that settlers 
cannot afford to take the risk and con- 
sequently go elsewhere, further from the 
ratlroad, for there is no other point on the 
line where there is desirable unsurveyed 
land soneara station. This is something 
the department should note and provide for 
at once, even in this year of hard times. 
They cannot afford to turn settlers away 
from a desirable location for lack of surveys. 
last issue the BULLETIN stated that settle- 
ment had gone twelve miles west of Leduc. 
This was an error. The distance should 
have been eighteen miles, which makes a 
breadth of twenty-five to thirty miles of 
settlement, tributary to one station.

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ELECTION ADDRESS.

ed the roof ot Mr. C. Boss’ stable. | 


GENTLEMEN.—As the nominee of the cun- 
yention of Alberta liberals which was held 
recently at Calgary,and having been assured 
of a strong snpport by the patrons of indus- 
try in Northern Alberta, as well as at the 
solicitation of a large number of independ- 
ent conservatiyes inthis part of the country, 
1 have the honor to offer myself as a candi- 
date for the representation of Alberta in 
the Commons at the approaching general 
election. The stand which I take with the 
full knowledge and consent of those who 
have tendered me their support is that of an 
independent as to party, but not as to 
principle. On the main question at present 
at issue between the liberal and conserva- 
tive parties, I understand that the organi- 
zations and individuals tendering me their 
support have done so with the wish and ex- 
pectation that I would and will so far as lies 
in my power support the policy of a tariff 
for revenue as against the policy of a tariff 
for protection, which is the declared policy 
of the present government; on the ground 


that the protective policy discriminates un-. 


justly against the western producer in favor 
of the eastern manufacturer. 

Although holding strongly with the 
liberal party and also the patron organiza- 
tion on this point, I have not bound myself 
to either of these because I believe that the 
first duty of the single representative of so 
great a country holding such great possibil- 
ities as this district of Alberta should be to 
use his every energy for the further develop- 
ment of this country and the realization of 
these possibilties; as he can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This coustituency has had 
party representation during the past eight 
years,—has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
should be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system of party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so far as 1 knew, no other person 
was likely to come forward to advocate 
these or like views. 

In a region so vast and varied as Alberta 
it would be impossible for any man at any 
time to define all the points of policy that 
would affect each locality, therefore I do 
not attempt to do so here. I hope from 
time to time, however, in the course of the 
contest, to have the opportunity to discuss 

| fully with the electors at most of the 
pricipal centres of population, all matters 
that may come up for discussion, in what- 
ever shape they may appear. That suci a 
vast region, having such a large population 
and such important interests should be 
accorded only one representative is as plain 
a case of injustice as is required to show the 
glaring failure of party representation to 
secure the people in even their simplest 
rights. The matter of railway extension 
and railway rates particularly in the north 
and the question of irrigation in the south 
seem to be the great questions affecting the 
interests of the district with which parlia- 
ment will from time to time have to deal. 
I need not point out that while these are 
vita] questions to Alberta,they are not party 
questions at all, and it is all the more neces- 
sary that your representative should be in a 
position to advocate your interests in regard 
to them in parliament without party 
hindrance even if he has to do it without 
party support. 

Speaking generally I may say that I will 
support a policy of development for Alberta 
and while I will not bind myself to ask for 
favors for any section or interest I will bind 
myself to do all in my power to see that each 
section and every interest receives fair and 
equal treatment. 

In conclusion I will say that although I 
have no personal interest to serve or am- 
bition to gratify by entering upon this con- 
test, yet having entered upon it in good 
faith I shall do all I can to win, and ask for 
the active assistance of every man who 
believes that the success of the principles 
which I have been selected to advocate 
would be in the interest of this constisuency 
and of the country.
